hazardous industry in this coun­ 
try” 
and 
declared 
children 
should not be allowed to work 
in it. 
“At 
the 
very 
least,” 
the 
AFSC said, “children in agri­ 
cultural work should be cov­ 
ered by the laws which pertain 
to all children who work in haz­ 
ardous industries.” 
The survey of agriculture in 
Ca’ifomia, Maine, Oregon, Ohio 
and the state of Washington 
was conducted last summer by 
committee 
workers. 
It found 
“unsanitary conditions of both 
fields and housing quarters.” 
Children as young as 6 years 
of age were found working on 
farms, 
sometimes 
“ stooping 
and crawling in intense heat for 
eight to ten hours a day,” com ­ 
mittee’s report said. 
In the five-county Willamette 
Valley area in Oregon, investi­ 
gators said, school teachers re­ 
cruited 
children 
between the 
ages of 8 and 15 for farm work.

o f hard narco tics is no easy task, as the 
go v ernments o f v ario us free wo rld na­ 
tio ns hav e disco v ered. By wo rking to ­ 
gether o ri the pro blem, ho wev er, great­ 
er pro gress o ught to be fo rthco ming. 
The go v ernments o f France and the 
United States hav e signed an agree­ 
ment pledging their co o peratio n in the 
drug war, climax ing a diplo matic ef­ 
fo rt which has been underway mo re 
than two y ears. The agreement is aim­ 
ed at illicit labo rato ries in So uthern 
France which turn mo rphine base into 
hero in as part o f the internatio nal drug 
netwo rk. 


As a result o f the agreement, the 
U. S. Bureau o f Narco tics and Dan­ 
gero us Drugs will o perate o ffices in 
Paris and Marseilles, and French nar­ 
co tics o fficials will o pen o ffices in New 
Yo rk. 
Atto rney General Jo hn Mitchell said, 
in hailing the agreement, that if o ther 
co untries jo in the crusade, ’ the ty ran­ 
ny o f narco tics can be encircled and 
o v erthro wn.” 
That is true, o f co urse, but the pas­ 
sage o f y ears between the inspiratio n 
and the ratificatio n o f such bilateral 
agreements is a dangero usly slo w pro c­ 
ess in the war against a threat which 
ex ists no w and is still gro wing.

Stopping the illicit international flow 
of hard narcotics is no easy task, as the 
governments of various free world na­ 
tions have discovered. By working to­ 
gether on the problem, however, great­ 
er progress ought to be forthcoming. 
The governments of France and the 
United States have signed an agree­ 
ment pledging their cooperation in the 
drug war, climaxing a diplomatic ef­ 
fort which has been underway more 
than two years. The agreement is aim­ 
ed at illicit laboratories in Southern 
France which turn morphine base into 
heroin as part of the international drug 
network. 


As a result of the agreement, the 
U. S. Bureau of Narcotics and Dan­ 
gerous Drugs will operate offices in 
Paris and Marseilles, and French nar­ 
cotics officials will open offices in New 
York. 
Attorney General John Mitchell said, 
in hailing the agreement, that if other 
countries join the crusade, "the tyran­ 
ny of narcotics can be encircled and 
overthrown.” 
That is true, of course, but the pas­ 
sage of years between the inspiration 
and the ratification of such bilateral 
agreements is a dangerously slow proc­ 
ess in the war against a threat which 
exists now and is still growing.

Also proposed is a medical 
insurance program for welfare 
and

which there is no aid available 
at the present time. This should 
stop

medical insurance. 
The following reforms have 
been called for: quality control,

paperwork 
and 
better 
b u s i n e s s procedure. These 
w o u l d 
give 
the 
Welfare 
Department $168 billion more to 
work with and would cost four 
cents a day for each Ohioan. 
In a question and answer period 
following it was noted that more 
than half the people eigible for 
welfare never apply for ser­ 
vices. It was stressed that If 
each local area wuld conduct 
round table discussions between 
all services more people could 
be helped. 
An enthusiastic speech was 
presented by Raymond Pack, 
president of the Ohio School 
Counselors Assn.

After the grand jury’s deli­ 
berations, legal experts and pub­ 
lic officials across the national 
called for a federal investigation 
of the shootings.

Kreiger has blamed a jail es­ 
cape by six prisoners Saturday j 
night on failure of county com­ 
missioners to supply him with 
adequate jail security. 
Five of the prisoners were 
caught about IO minutes after 
the escape. The sixth, David 
Panko, 25, of Euclid, was still 
being sought. Panko was await­ 
ing trial for escaping from the 
Marion Correctional Institution, 
where he was being held for a 
Berea burglary. 
“I am sick and tired of meet-1 
ings. I am sick and tired of 
jailbreaks,” said Kreiger after 
the fourth breakout since he 
was elected sheriff as a Repub-
